Bush praises pope for role in Poland

VATICAN CITY — At a meeting that 
was more substance than ceremony, Pope 
John Paul II and President Bush 
exchanged views on the fighting in 
Lebanon, political changes in Poland and 
the outlook for East-West detente. 

After a 55-minute private audience 
May 27, Bush and the pope delivered 
speeches that emphasized the importance 
of new opportunities for peace and 
human rights in the world. 

It was Bush’s first meeting as president 
with the pope. Vatican officials, noting 
that the encounter came early in the Bush 


term, said it allowed the Holy See to 
provide input on several important issues 
— especially Lebanon and the changing 
scene in Eastern Europe. 

Bush said he came away from the 
meeting committed to ‘‘redoubling our 
efforts, in every way possible, for world 
peace, for strengthening the family and 
for freedom of religion.”’ 

The president ‘said his 55-minute 
private conversation with the pope “‘was a 
talk that I’ll long remember. I was 
inspired by his moral and_ spiritual 
leadership.”’ 

The pope, speaking to Bush and his 
33-member entourage in the papal 
library, said recent world events had

demonstrated that ‘‘truly, the hour of 
international interdependence has 
struck.”’ 

Bush began his remarks by stating: 
‘‘There is no doubt we are witness to 
dynamic changes in much of the world. 
move toward greater 
freedom and basic human rights.”’ 

The president went out of his way to 
use Poland as an example of this change 
and said much of the credit should go to 
the Polish-born pope. 

Bush praised the recent church- 
supported roundtable agreements that 
have opened the way to political pluralism 
in Poland.

NORMAL HEIGHTS — Although

The accords signed by Solidarity 
leaders with the Polish government April 
5 gave the trade union, banned since 
1981, legal status and provided for the 
first open elections in the country since 
World War II. 

The accords provide for restructuring 
Poland’s government. The lower house or 
Sejm will reportedly allocate 35 percent of 
its 460 seats to the Solidarity-based 
opposition, 38 percent to Communinists 
and the remaining seats to parties 
formerly aligned with Communists. 

Some 100 members of the restored 
upper house or Senate are to be chosen in 
open elections, the accords state. 

The Senate will debate legislation, but 
will not pass laws, said Adam Saling, a 
native of Southern Poland.

Senate as well as the Sejm.

The mayor is ‘‘listening to input’’ from the 
federation, he said. 

O’Connor’s priorities for using state emergency 


funds would include more police officers on the street, 
an expanded drug abuse prevention program in 
elementary schools, improved intervention and 
rehabilitation programs and additional detention 
facilities, according to Downey. 

These priorities are also listed on the church 
federation’s policy resolution which calls for stepped 
up prevention, treatment and law enforcement related 
to drug abuse through the coordinated efforts of city, 
county, state and federal officials. 

Father Mandala said up to 200 federation members 
were expected to attend a May 31 march from Horton 
Plaza to the community concourse for a rally.

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Cosmic spirituality can 
enliven faith, nun says

ALCALA PARK — Cosmic 
spirituality can offer today’s Christian a 
new window of opportunity to encounter 
Jesus Christ in the real world, a Sister 
who is a retired university professor, told 
the San Diego chapter of the Alumnae of 
the Sacred Heart May 24. 

It affords Christians whose lives are so 
busy, noisy, and exhausting a chance to 
meet Jesus Christ and God again, always 
and everywhere, said Sister Agnes 
Murphy, RSCJ, at the meeting at the 
University of San Diego : 

“All we have to do is open our eyes and 
look with adoring eyes at the world 
around us — ‘Lord, that I may see.’ ’’ 

Speaking on the topic, ‘‘The Christian 
of the ’90s: A Cosmic Mystic,’’ at the 
chapter’s annual meeting of those 
educated by the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart, Sister Murphy explained how her 
experience of the cosmic Christ had 
“‘dynamited her faith life.’’ 

Sister Murphy will be celebrating 50 
years of profession to the religious life in 
July. She taught history, philosophy and 
theology from 1952 to 1977 at USD and 
at part of its forerunner, the College for 
Women, run by her congregation. 

She recently completed a second career 
in parish work as an adult education 
coordinator in two local parishes. 

Sister Murphy defined spirituality for 
her audience as ‘‘our relationship with 
God in Christ Jesus and our response to 
the call of his love.”’ 


The cosmos, she said, refers to the - 


entire cosmos, the universe, or any 
physical reality. She invited members of 
her audience to become mystics, whom. 
she described as those who see beyond 
what is there, who see in terms of God, 
who strive to reach the invisible. 

“‘T hear people say that their religion is 
lifeless, their prayers not meaningful. 
They crave a deepening relationship with 
God — not some learned theory, but a 
refresher movement to the divine. Does 


the pace of modern-day life doom us to 


ie

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mediocrity?’’ she asked. 

““No,’’ Sister Murphy replied, ‘‘but 
our faith and prayer must make 
adaptation to the style of life we live.’’ For 
the cosmic Christian, she said, the world 
is full of God. ‘‘Everywhere we turn, we 
bump into the divine presence. It means 
finding Christ in a blade of grass.’’ 

As science and technology uncover the 
secrets of the universe, it will have 
consequences for our spiritual lives, she 
said. 

“We will recognize Jesus ... not merely 
(as) king but (as) the actual physical 
center of the entire universe — the Alpha 
and the Omega, rooted in the world, the 
key and arch of all that is.”’ 

This cosmic Christ, she said, is the 
same as the historical Christ but viewed in 
a different aspect. John the Evangelist 
described the cosmic Christ when he 
described ‘‘...the word through whom all 
things came to be,’’ she related. 

In his letter to the Colossians, Paul 
wrote that everything was created in 
Christ, she said, adding that in his letter 
to the Ephesians, Paul wrote, ‘‘In Christ 
all things subsist.’’ 

The cosmic Christian sees Christ at the 
center of the world — God and the world 
are knitted together, she said. However, 
most people have learned through their 
religious training that they must escape, 
detest, and seek refuge from the world in 
order to find God, Sister Murphy said. 

““We have always been taught that God 
is everywhere,’’ she said, ‘‘but the glory 
of creation was honored in prayer, in a

Writings of de Chardin now accepted 


ALCALA PARK — Though some of 
the works of the French Jesuit 
paleontologist, geologist and mystic, 
Father Teilhard de Chardin, were 
considered by the official church in 1962 
to contain ambiguities and grave errors 
regarding theology and philosophy, after 
Vatican II his works became widely 
disseminated fueling an explosion of 
interest in his thought. 

Father de Chardin, who was born in 
France in 1881 and died in 1955, was not 
permitted by his church to lecture or 
publish on any subjects except the most 
purely scientific topics. 

Yet biographers have written that he 
did not repudiate the institutional church 
and that no trace of bitterness could be 
found in his correspondence. 

Today he is no longer held in disfavor 


by his church. 

In a 1968 discourse on ‘‘Teilhard de 
Chardin; the Man and His Meaning,”’’ 
the then French Jesuit Father Henri de 
Lubac, now a cardinal, wrote that 
Teilhard is now praised for what earlier 
was held against him. 

Despite some misunderstandings of his 
writings, Teilhard de Chardin did believe 
“‘sufficiently in the eternal present-ness of 
God and in the initial divinity of Jesus of 
Nazareth.’’ He would have protested 
against accusations that he did hold such 
beliefs, Cardinal de Lubac wrote. 

“Alpha and Omega, Beginning and 
End, Foundation Stone and Keystone’’ 
— even in this cosmic role Christ was still 
for him the one and only Jesus of history 
and dogmatic tradition ... the Jesus of the 
Gospel, the son of the Virgin Mary ... ,”’

Sister Agnes Murphy, RSCJ, a retired 
history professor who spoke about cosmic 
spirituality and de Chardin at the annual 
chapter meeting of the Alumnae of the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart at the 
University of San Diego May 24, related 
to Southern Cross a quote by Paul VI:

Also, she alluded to a letter written

Published in L’ Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, Cardinal Casaroli 
wrote that Father de Chardin will be 
remembered for his witness as one who 
was ‘‘seized by Christ in the depths of his 
being, and concerned to honor faith and 
reason at the same time, responding in 
advance, as it were, to John Paul II’s 
appeal: ‘Do not be afraid; open, open 
wide the doors to Christ the immense 
fields of culture, civilization and 
development.’ ”’

For some time now, I have been following fthe 
activities of Operation Rescue, both locally and across 
the country. Recent letters from Claire Mulligan in 
Carlsbad have stirred me into the realization that if 
abortion is an act of murder, why are we not actively 
supporting this group?

How many more will be slaughtered before our hearts 
will be moved to stop the murder of these precious gifts 
from God. Please help!

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Child support 


Last of a four-part series 


Statistics gathered by the federal government show 
that a relatively small percentage of parents ordered by 
the court to pay child support ever do consistently fulfill 
their monetary obligations. As a result, governmental 
services for us all must be curtailed, as tax money 
collected is necessarily diverted to support their 
children. 

Too, the extent to which veterans, the aged, and those 
with disabilities can be assisted is also affected by the 
non-payment of child support, as are other government 
programs. This is the social component of canon 1071, 
1, 3, and the real tragedy is compounded when this 
causes the children to be deprived of what they need to 
foster the gifts of mind and heart God has given them. 

Concerned, Congress in 1974 addressed this issue in 
Title IV-D of the Social Security Act. Now, any primary 
care-giver may contact the Department of Child 
Support, Department of Revenue Recovery in their 
county and obtain help in collecting court-ordered child 
support. 

The federal and state computer systems nationwide 
are fully utilized by this agency to trace the neglectful 
parent. If the child involved is not the fruit of a 
marriage, and once the county district attorney 
establishes paternity, then a court order is issued for 
support in such cases, according to Duane Wilkinson, 
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or lack of it 


deputy director of the San Diego County Department of 
Child Support and Revenue Recovery. 


In all cases, once the parent is found if a court order 
exists, the agency, at the request of the primary child- 
care parent, can request of the district attorney that 
action be taken to collect. When paid, the support goes 
directly to the county which then supports the spouse 
and children. This means that the spouse with the 
children is not running to court all the time when a 
payment is missed, or having to personally beg the 
delinquent parent for the support. Tax refunds, wage 
attachments and liens on property are ways the court 
acts against the delinquent parent. 

Beginning next year, computer printouts from credit 
agencies will also be available to counties. These will 
show whether a parent in default has made major or 
frivolous expenditures while failing to accept his or her 
responsibility as a parent. 


This is a great service, and the Catholic Church 
supports such civil efforts in its own law.

Two lay Catholic leaders came to Washington 
recently to ask for help. Although they came from 
different continents their message was the same: Unless 
United States government policy is changed, the 
Catholic communities in their nations will be destroyed. 

One was Bona Malwal, editor of the Sudan Times, an 
English-language newspaper published in Khartoum, 
the capital of Sudan. Sudan is Africa’s largest nation 
and one of the largest recipients of United States foreign 
aid. 

The government of Sudan, which we are backing with 
our tax dollars, is controlled by a group of Moslem 
fundamentalists who are trying to impose an Iranian- 
style dictatorship on the entire nation, which includes 3 
million Christians. During the past year, several 
hundred thousand people, including thousands of 
Catholics, were deliberately starved to death by this 
government. 

Mr. Malwal is a tall, dignified author who has spent a 
year at Oxford University as a visiting scholar. He has 
an international reputation as a political scientist and an 
editor. He also has close ties to the Catholic bishops in 
the Sudan. Why, he asked us, is the United States 
supporting an Islamic government which is trying to 
eradicate its Christian population? 

The second visitor was Dr. Edmund Shehadeh, 
director of the Bethlehem Arab Society for the Physically 
Handicapped. Dr. Shehadeh is also a highly, skilled 
professional with an international reputation, and also 
has close ties to the Catholic bishops in his country. He 
runs a church-backed hospital which provides the only 
services for crippled or retarded children in the West 
Bank territories now occupied by the Israeli army. 

Dr. Shehadeh’s message was the same as Mr. 
Malwal’s: The United States is supporting a 
government which is destroying the Christian 
community in his nation. Because of the intolerable 


conditions under which they must live, Christians are 
leaving the Holy Land by the tens of thousands each 


year, and it is feared the Palestinian Christian 
community, which dates from the time of Christ, will 
eventually be destroyed. 

Despite his position in the community, Dr. Shehadeh 
has himself often been forced by teen-aged Israeli 
soldiers to leave his car and pick up stones off the street 
or paint over political slogans on the walls of his native 
town of Bethlehem. 

None of what either Dr. Shehadeh or Mr. Malwal 
told us was new. We had heard the same stories from 
their bishops themselves. But somehow hearing these 
pleas for survival from fellow laymen brought home the 
reality that our government’s foreign policy affects other 
Catholics very directly. 

Which raises a disturbing question: Why don’t we say 
anything? How can we allow our government to support 
other governments which are trying to destroy the 
Catholic communities in their nations? 

If you ask the State Department that question the 
answer will be that the national security interests of the 
United States require that we support the governments 
of Sudan and Israel, and that while their behavior is 
unfortunate, no nation has a perfect record-on human 
rights. ‘ 

But that kind of answer works only so long as you 
don’t have to explain your actions to an actual human 
being whose rights are being denied. Then the question 
becomes much more difficult: ‘‘Is the national security 
of the United States, as defined by your State 


Department, more important than my human rights?”’ - 


National security is a terribly important business — 
but what kind of security can we expect from a foreign 
policy that requires us to violate the human rights of 
other people?

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Pontiff to. 
cross the 
Arctic

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II plans to become the first pontiff to cross 
the Arctic Circle June 2 when he visits the 
northern Norwegian town of Tromso. 

Crossing the Arctic Circle will put him 
within reach of slightly more than 600 of 
Norway’s 20,000 Catholics. 

The fact points out the lengths to which 
the pope has to go during his June 1-10 
trip to five Nordic countries to find the 
sparse and scattered Catholic population 
in a region where Lutheranism is the 
dominant religion. 

The pope also will visit Iceland, 
Finland, Denmark and Sweden. It will be 
the first papal visit to each of the five 
countries, where the total number of 
Catholics is less than 200,000. : 

Except for Sweden, which has mor 
than 120,000 Catholics, the pope’s 
followers in the other countries would 

- easily fit into a section of the sports 
stadiums that often provide the venue for 
papal events. But the Catholics are so 
geographically scattered that the pope will 
travel to them, seeking them out in the 

isolated regions of the Land of. the 
Midnight Sun. 

During the 10-day trip, the pope’s 
itinerary calls for visits to 14 cities and 
towns in locations that are so far north 
that in June the sun hardly sets. 

The papal visit is expected to give a 
shot in the arm to the region’s tiny 
Catholic minority, many of them either

Archbishop opposes bill 
for unmarried couples 


SAN FRANCISCO — Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Francisco said the 
city’s board of supervisors dealt a ‘‘serious 
blow”’ to marriage and family life when it 
unanimously, approved on May 22 an 
ordinance recognizing the unions of 
homosexuals and unmarried heterosexual 
couples. 

The archbishop urged San Francisco 
Mayor Art Agnosin a May 23 letter to veto 
the measure, saying he was astonished that 
no one opposed the legislation or saw “‘the 
profound attack on marriage and the family 
which it embodies. ”’ 

The ordinance would allow couples to 
register with the city as domestic partners 
similar to the way conventional couples file 
marriage licenses. Gay rights activists 


hailed the move, although the benefits of . 
' the measure remained unclear:

Religious groups call 
for senator’s resignation 


SACRAMENTO — Representatives 
of four religious groups have called for the 
resignation of Senator Jim Nielsen 
(R-Rohnert Park) as vice chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee on AIDS, in a 
joint letter to Senator David Roberti 
(D-Hollywood/Burbank), chairman of 
the Senate Rules committee. 

The letter responds to comments made 
by Nielsen during a radio talk show in 
March where he suggested that AIDS 
may be God’s way of punishing a 
permissive society. 

Nielsen was asked in an interview on 
radio station KTOB in Petaluma what the 
Legislature is doing to combat acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. He 
replied, ‘‘Well, there’s no question about 
it being a serious affliction of our society. 
And (it) may be one of God’s ways to visit 
plague upon mankind for the kind of 
permissive society we have become.”’ 

Comments such as Nielsen’s encourage 
public hysteria and fear, unleash 
‘‘chilling reprisals’? against members of 
the gay community, encourage denial of 
assistance for persons with AIDS and 
other forms of discrimination, according 
to the religious leaders. 

Signing the letter were Father William 
J. Wood, SJ, executive director of the 
California Catholic Conference, Glen 
Holman of the California Council of 
Churches, Roberta Ranstrom of the 
Lutheran Office of Public Policy- 
California, and Margaret Catzen of the 
Jewish Public Affairs Committee. 

Such remarks also feed rampant 
misconceptions about AIDS, such as that 
the disease is confined to the homosexual 
population, they said. ‘‘One of the most 
compelling dangers of contributing to the 
‘misinformation’ about the disease and its 
victims is its unchecked spread among an 
ignorant population,”’ they wrote. 


Bush greets Catholic 
press, urges ‘decency’ 


BALTIMORE — President Bush May 
26 praised the Catholic press in the United 
States for its efforts on behalf of ‘‘decency 
and morality.’ 

In a videotaped message to the annual 
meeting of the Catholic Press Association 
in Baltimore, Bush urged the journalists 
to continue their work, especially stories 
about hunger, homelessness and other 
social problems. 

“*T’ve always felt that conventions are not 
just atime to celebrate the year’s successes, 
but are an opportunity to reflect on our 
contribution to society,’’ Bush said. 

The Catholic press, he said, ‘‘is a prime 
example of what the First Amendmentis all 
about,’’ combining the freedom of the 
press with the freedom of religigus 
expression. 

With some 500 publications reaching an 
estimated 25 million readers, the Catholic 
press has a “‘critical impact’’ on American 
public life, the president said.

handicapped children, declaring that the

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Youth 
called to 
aid others

SAN DIEGO — Sixth Avenue and 
Quince Street, on the western edge of our 
city’s pride, Balboa Park, was my 
destination one recent evening. There, I 
had heard, St. Patrick’s youth 
community distributes food to the 
homeless every Tuesday at 6 p.m. 

I joined the throngs of commuters 
flooding the freeways and arrived in the 
CCD/Youth Office at St. Patrick Church, 
North Park, at 5:15 p.m. There I found 
Patty Lawrence, director of catechetical 
ministry and youth minister, putting 
mustard onto numerous slices of bread. 
Scott Herrara, a high school senior, 
poured shampoo into small plastic 
containers. 

More people arrived and supplies were 
loaded into vans and cars that would 


. caravan to the park. 


Tom Conti, a music teacher at St. 
Augustine High School arrived and told 
Lawrence about a $25 check he had 
received from his aunt back east. He was 
excited. ‘‘We can use that money to make 
spaghetti next week. What do you 
think?”’ 

Mrs. Kriner, mother of Kevin, an 
active member of St. Patrick’s youth 
group spoke to me of her son Chris, age 
10, as I watched him hustling back and 
forth from a van with loads of groceries: 
‘He just loves going. He’s in charge of 
vitamins, shampoo, stuff like that.” 

I left with the group and drove to the 
park. Immediately upon arrival the youth 
and adults worked together to set up 
tables for the food line. The evening’s 
menu included chili, sandwiches, eggs 
and muffins, carrots, fruit, bread, 
crackers, coffee and punch. Also available 
on a weekly basis are toothbrushes, 
shampoo, toothpaste, disposable razors 
and vitamins. 

The group distributes weekly donations 
from Moceri Produce and muffins and 
bread from the Soup Plantation. The 
youth bring sandwiches and a variety of 
other food and parishoners donate 
various items. Any food that is left over is 
brought to the heart of downtown to the 
street people and the extra bread and 
muffins are dropped off at the area 
ecumenical conference’s AIDS 
Chaplaincy office on Wednesdays. 

Tom Francois, a parishioner of St.

Patrick Church, has been coming to the 
park with the youth group on a regular 
basis. He goes through the line and 
initiates conversation. ‘‘If they are 
receptive to me, fine. If not, well, that’s 
fine too,’’ he told me. ‘‘I have been 
talking with a couple of these guys every 
week.”’ 

‘The people who come here for food,”’ 
said Lawrence, ‘‘seem to fit, generally, 
into four categories. Some are Vietnam 
Vets who have not been able to fit into the 
miainstream: Others are marginal mental 
health cases released from hospitals and 
living on the streets, not able to adjust. 
There are people from back east who 
come west looking for ‘prosperity’ and 
can’t make it, and then there are the 
alcoholics and addicts. There is also a 
group of illegals; Anthony Coker (of St. 
Patrick’s) is bilingual so he is able to 
communicate with them.”’ 

A man approached me to talk. He 
wanted to talk...about his cancer...about 
dying. He smelled of alcohol. He said, “‘I 
turn to the booze to make <it stop 
hurting.’’ His sons and wife had been 
killed in a car accident a year ago. 
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I listened to him and couldn’t help but 
hear the voice within me asking the 
crucial question: ‘‘Whom shall I send? 
Whom shall I send?”’ 

As I watched the Catholic youth return 
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“Picture Mental Health Poster Contest.” The winners were 
given cash prizes at a May 25 presentation held at Horton 
Plaza where their posters were on display. The contest was 
sponsored by Vista Hill Foundation in conjunction with 
May as Mental Awareness Month.

know that our young people know how to 
answer a crucial question.

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Church expresses support for Lebanon

deteriorating situation in Lebanon, the 
scene of intense factional fighting in 
recent weeks between Christian and 
Moslem forces. 

Civilian residents of Beirut live under 
the contant threat of violence from the 
artillery duels of the opposing forces. 

In a letter issued in May, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher called on the priests and laity of 
the Diocese of San Diego ‘‘to pray for the 
suffering people of Lebanon, for those 
who have died in the recent and tragic 
violence, and also to ask God’s divine 
assistance in maintaining the country ... 
in the face of threats to its very existence 
as a sovereign nation, preserving its unity 
and integrity, in lasting peace (Southern 
Cross, May 11). 


Because ‘‘the dignity of the human 


person must be pondered and reaffirmed 
in stronger terms ..._ we are unable to 
overlook the tragic phenomena of the 
Lebanese people, that is the violence, 
terrorism and war occurring in our 
time,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

“After 14 years of war-making on 
Lebanese soil by many outsiders, as well 
as by Lebanese, and the bloodshed of 
many innocent victims, it is time for us as 
Catholic Christians to take a stand and 
assist in ending the terrible tragedy 
inflicted upon the Lebanese people,’’ he 
said. 

Cardinal John O’Connor, archbishop 
of New York, during a whirlwind visit to 
that embattled Mid-East country May 
27-30, expressed church support for 
Lebanon’s Maronite Catholics and told 
all Lebanese, ‘‘I will fight for your 


freedom’’ to work out their future 
without being dictated to by outside 
powers. 

The cardinal. made the visit: in 


conjunction with his position as president 
of the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association, a papal agency which 
supports humanitarian, educational, 
pastoral and ecumenical efforts in 
Lebanon and other Near and Middle East 
countries. 

Thus, in addition to giving comfort to 
Maronite Catholics, he visited hospitals, 
schools and other social service facilities 
damaged by artillery fire. 

Maronite Catholics make up the largest 
Christian community in Lebanon, 
numbering 900,000 of more than 1.5 
million Lebanese Christians, according to

figures, which show 2.1 million Moslems 
in Lebanon. 

Cardinal O’Connor met with Pope 
John Paul II at the Vatican the day before 
his visit to Lebanon and on the day of his 
return, though details of the talks were 
not released. 

The pope has made several recent 
appeals for an end to the fighting in 
Lebanon. 

During his visit to Lebanon, Cardinal 
O’Connor told the Lebanese that the

Cardinal O’Connor’s trip to Beirut was 
confined to the eastern sector as his plans 
to visit Moslem leaders in west Beirut 
were canceled for security reasons, based 
on what he said turned out to be 
“‘inaccurate’’ information.
